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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Verd 
(U.S. Pub. No. 20020104423). 

Regarding claim 1 , Verd discloses a structure for stringed instruments comprising 
a body (11) made of mould material (sections 0041, lines 4-10; sections 0044 and 
0045), a neck (12) fastened to the body and a head (13) fastened to the neck, wherein 
the head is also made of mould material (section 0045); the mould material of the body 
and head is composite mass (section 0044); the neck is made of carbon fibre material 
(section 0009; section 0041, lines 4-10; section 0046, lines 1-9); and the joints of the 
neck to the body and head are implemented by moulding the mouldable composite 
mass of the body and head into an integral unit with the neck (sections 0045 and 0050). 

Regarding claim 3, Verd discloses: wherein at least one permanent core is 
moulded at least inside the mould mass of the body (sections 0041 and 0060).

Regarding claim 4, Verd discloses: wherein at least one core to be removed after 
moulding is moulded at least inside the mould mass of the body (sections 0041 and 
0062). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Verd 
(U.S. Pub. No. 20020104423) in view of Lieber (U.S. Pub. No. 4313362). 

Regarding claim 5, Verd discloses the structure including the subject matter 
discussed above except: wherein a neck truss rod is embedded inside the instrument by 
moulding, in which case it is anchored to the head by means of moulding. 

Lieber teaches a moulded plastic guitar, including: a reinforcement rod 
embedded inside the neck of the instrument by moulding, in which case said rod is 
anchored to the head by means of moulding (Figs. 1 and 2; Abstract and col. 2, lines 
13-31). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to include the teaching of Lieber in the invention of Verd in order to 
provide a mechanism for further reinforcing the structure of the instrument (Verd, 
section 0006, lines 10-13; Lieber, col. 1, lines 8-21). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 2 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 2 is the inclusion of the limitation 
that the neck is hollow and that the distance over which the mould material can 
penetrate into the neck is restricted by cores installed inside the neck. It is this limitation 
found in the claim, as it is claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or 
suggested by the prior art of record, which makes this claim allowable over the prior art.
